The fatal illness began last Saturday 
night. He had been complaining dur- 
ing the week, but performed regularly, 
and on Saturday evening after the per- 
formance gave a supper at the hote! in 
honor of Mr. and Mrs. Kendal. After 
the festivities he wastaken ill and a 
physician found that he was suffering 
from a severe attack of pneumonia, 
both lungs being affected. 

The lobby of the hotel was tonight 
filled with theatrical people discussing 
the sad.incident. Florence was 61 
years old. He was bornin Albany, N. 
Y. His name’ originally was Conlin, 
but afterwards he adopted the stage 
name of Florence and it was legalized 
by actofthe Legislature.

CHINA WAKING UP. 


Energetic Steps Taken to Punish Persons 
Who Attack Foreigners. 


Paris, Nov. 19.—[Bvyv Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| A semi-official dispatch 
received here from Shanghai states 
that the situation arising from the re- 
cent action of Chinese in attacking and 
threatening foreigners in Hunan is 
more satisfactory, owing to the ener- 
getic action of representatives of 
foreign powers. 

The chief of the Kaloo Hui secret 
society was recently arrested in Shang- 
hai. His right-hand man, Chen Kin 
Iming, was shortly afterwards arrested 
at Soo Chow.

Soon after the opening of this morn- 
ing’s executive session of the Supreme 
Council of the Farmers’ Alliance the 
chairman of the committee which last 
night met representatives of the anti- 
sub-treasury element said that his com- 
mittee was ready to report. Instantly 
there was a disturbance. On motion of 
delegates seated on the McCune side of 
the house everyone not entitled to 
vote in executive session was obliged 
to leave the hall. 

When the doors were closed the chair- 
man read the recommendation of the 
committee that Dr. Yeamans, author of 
the anti-sub-treasury protest, should 
have a hearing. It was received with 
cries of ‘‘No! No!’’ and an acrimonious 
discussion began. 

About 11:30 o'clock a communica- 
tion was sent to the anti-sub-treasury 
people, demanding that the Alliance be 
immediately furnished with a copy of 
the protest, which they desired to pre- 
sent. The antis replied that the com- 
mittee was only empowered through 
Yeamans to present the protest and 
until Yeamans could be heard by the 
Supreme Council the latter y would 
be deprived of the pleasure ¢ reading 
the protest. 

At 1:30 the Supreme Council had 
neither adjourned nor replied to the 
communication of the anti-sub-treasury 
people.

tive Committee of the Alliance and Far- 
mers’ Mutual Benevolent Association. 
F. H. Taubeneck of Illinois acted as 
chairman, and made an earnest appeal 
to representatives of the various indus- 
trial unions to consolidate their inter- 
ests and take independent political ac- 
tion. The conference continued with- 
out any definite action, till 1° o'clock, 
when an adjournment — was taken for 
dinner. 

The document of the anti-sub-treasury 
men earnestly protests against any ac- 
tion of the Supreme Council that pro- 
poses to commit the Farmers’ Alliance 
and Industrial Union to the proposition 
that provision be made by the Federal 
Congress for Government loans. of 
money to. individual citizens upon farm 
mortgages as security, or to the demand 
for Government ownership or control of 
railroad property or transportation. 
“The schemes.’’ it declares, ‘‘are uncon- 
stitutional, impracticable, conflicting 
with the spirit of the Alliance move- 
ment and tending to Government pa- 
ternalism and a state of socialism. In- 
stead of relief from present oppression 
the measures promise greater evils. 
being partial to certain classes, involv- 
ing business details too deep for the av- 
erage farmer. The attendant expense 
would make the market price of money 
higher and open an avenue for sharpers 
to trade upon the farmers’ hard-earned 
goods and products. The market would 
be overloaded with produce, putting 
down the values of the commodities and 
raising taxation. Alabama, Mississippi 
and Missouri have furnished examples 
of how similar schemes to’ the sub- 
treasury project have failed signally. 
The land-loan scheme, beyond promis- 


ing a low rate of interest, presents no | 


favorable features, the expense of main- 
tenance being enormous. Government 
ownership of roads implies one of the 
two other schemes, and would foster 
political corruption and be an arbitrary 
interference with private rights in many 
senses,”’ 

In conclusion the committee ex- 
presses the desire to choperate with 
the Alliance in carrying out its princi- 
ples for securing a safe currency, rid- 
ding the land of trusts and monopolies, 
helping the farmer and laborer, secur- 
ing an honest ballot and fair count and 
selecting for places of public honor 
and emolument honest and capable 
men.

through the tardiness of delegates in 
consequence of attending the drilling 
contest last evening. Butte, Mont., 
broke all records inthe way of double 
handed drilling and defeated the cham- 
pions of Colorado. 

The Committee on Credentials re- 
ported 559 delgates present from thir- 
ty-one States and Territories. Niles 
Searles, ex-Chief Justicerof California, 
was recommended for permanent chair- 
man, and it was decided to discuss a 
number of subjects, among which was 
the coinage of silver. The report was 
adopted. 

Judge Searles iu the course of his ad- 
dress accepting the chairmanship em- 
phatically indorsed the unlimited coin- 
age of silver. 

In the afternoon the congress ap- 
pointed one vice-president from each 
State. Chief Skiff of the Mining Bu- 
reau of the World’s Fair was given 
thirty minutes to set forth the advan- 
tages of the Columbian Exposition and 
necessity of the mining States making 
an exhibit that would give the world an 
idea of the importance of the industry. 

Senator Wolcott in a brief speech set 
at rest all doubts as to his position on 
the silver question. He hoped the con- 
gress would shape into proper form 
such matters as require le islation, and 
in closing his remarks sai 

No matter what may be the wishes of the 
majority of the party to which I belong, or 
its chief executive, and no matter how 
much my course may remove me from the 
‘sunlight of oficial patronage, until some 
new light crosses my vision, which is not 
yet dimmed,I shall so long as I remainin 
public life vote for the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. 

The audience rose and applauded 

Senator Wolcott until President Searles 
rapped for order. 
. E. R. Holden as leader of the faction 
demanding the coinage of the American 
product only, predicted disaster and 
ruin to the banking and commercial 
system of the country if foreign nations 
were allowed to unload their silver 
upon the United States and receive 
gold in return. 

Charles S. Thomas of Colorado re-

able lecturers” poured forth their ‘‘shallow- 
deep” sound to steal into the ever-open ear 
of the community. The whole passage is 
qactation, whether it re- 
fers to the ministers in the city of Vaa- 
ity Fair, or ‘the innumerable lecturers who 
diffuse such a various profundity in all.sub- 
jects of human or celestial science.’ It 
must be remembered that the celestial rail- 
road goes over John Bunyan's old-route 
(straightened out and much shorter) to the 
Celestial city Hawthorne says: 

“The Christian reader, if he have had no

Rev. Mr. Clog-the-spirit. and, last and 
greatest. the Rev. Dr. Wind-of-doctrine. 
The labors of these eminent § divines 
are aided by those of inuumerable

SHARP PRACTICE. 


Two Real Estate Men Who are in 
Trouble. 
C. EB. Norton and John Morgan Ar- 
rested on a Serious Charge. 
Accused of Having Obtained Money 
by False Pretenses. 


Implicated with J. K. Stump In a Shady 
Transaction-—One of the Men Re- 
leased on Ball—The Com- 
plainant’'s Story. 


Since the arrest of Ed L. Baker, John: ad 


C. Hoy and J. K. Stump, upon the 
charge of forgery, there’ have’ been a 
number of rumors to the effect that fur- 
ther arrests were pending upon charges 
of a similar nature, arising ont of cer- 
tain ‘sharp’ real estate deals which 
have been made of late. Little or no 
attention was, however, paid to these 
reports by real estate men generally 
until yesterday afternodn, when C. 
E. Norton and James Morgan, two real 
estate operators, were arrested upon 
a warrant issued by Justice Austin, 
charging them and J. K. Stump, who Is 
stillin the County Jail upon the other 
charge, with having obtained property 
under false pretenses. 

The complaint upon which they were 
arrested was filed by H. S. Baldwin, 
who alleges therein that on April 27 
last the three defendants, Norton, Mor- 
gan and Stump, wilfully and felonious! 
represented to him that one J. ‘ 
Dunne owned a piece of land described 
as lot 19, block K, of the Kraemer tract, 
which they claimed was worth $14,000, 
and that one E. H. Boyd was willing to 
buy the’same for $12,950. Thatatthe 
time affiant owned lot 12, block J, of 
the Mott tract, which was valued at 
$5000. That defendants then and — 
there represented that the said Dunne 
was willing and eager to exchange his 
property forthat of afflant, and prom- 


pised, if the trade was made, to pay him 


$5950 by E. H. Boyd. Believing their 
representations complainant conveyed 
to Dunne his property and received 
from defendants in return a deed to the 
property inthe Kraemer tract, but this 
he subsequently found to be of no value 
whatever. He also ascertained that no 
such person as J. W. Dunne had any ex- 
istence, and that the signature to the 
deed he received was a forgery, by rea- 
son of which he was damaged to the ex- 
tent of 85000. 7 , 

The defendants were required to give 
bonds in the sum of $8000, and Under 
Sheriff Moran accompanied Norton and 
Morgan on a tour of the city in search 
of bondsmen, but at 7 o’clock Morgan 
had been unsuccessful and was incar- 
cerated in the County Jail. Norton, 
however, secured his release. 

The men were seen shértly after 
arrest, but asthey were very busy at 
that time looking up bail they declined | 
totalk. . 

Now that the ice has been broken, 
metaphorically speaking, it is more 
than probable that several other deals 
which have been made in the past few 
months will be investigated, and if, on 
investigation, it is found that the facts 
warrant a criminal prosecution, other 
arrests will be made.

«Sharks and Land Deals. 

While Tre‘Timrs believes thoroughly 

in the great intrinsic value of Southern 
California lands of the right sort, and 
also thinks that ¢ity real estate is in 
the main‘a good ‘investment at current 
prices, it still feels like uttering a word 
of caution to people who have much to 
do with prices of realty. Now that 
there is every indication of a return of 
prosperous times and a renewal of the 
tide of immigration, We should care- 
fully avoid going daft ‘on the subject of 
prices. Many would-be settlers of a de- 
sirable class have already been turned 
away by that sort bftactics, and we fear 
that many more wilh he repelled unless 
a spirit of moderation prevails.  In- 
vestors, unless they are afflicted 
with a sort of speculative craze, always 
feel that they should be taken in ‘‘on 
the ground floor.’”’ This does not mean, 
of course, the first story of our temple 
of prosperity as it hog ten or twelve 
years ago, or three gr four years ago 
(when the ‘‘ground floor’’ and the ‘‘top 
floor’? were very much mixed,) but it 
means now. New-comers are willing 
generally to pay fair prices but not 
speculative prices. 
A good criterion in fixing the value 
of real estate, as “in determining the 
value of anything else, is found in the 
answer to this question: What can it 
be made to pay? This does not mean 
the prospective profitin selling again, 
but the net revenue it will bring when 
put to use; and, computing this revenue 
as interest at afair rate, what amount 
of capital does. it represent? When 
real estate, at prices asked, can be 
shown to be a good investment of 
capital on this basis, the prices are not 
unreasonable. 

When exorbitant prices are demanded 
for real estate, the holders are not 
always responsible for it. There is a 
class of middlemen who got their educa- 
tion and graduated in boom times, and 
who, though they have not had much 
opportunity to practice their profession 
for a few years past, have not forgotten 
it by any means. They are getting 
their shingles out again, and their nights 
are rendered wakeful by schemes. These 
menare not properly real-estate oper- 
ators or agents or brokers; they are 
real-estate ‘‘sharks,’* and they are in 
for making everything insight. Both 
seller and buyer need to be very cau- 
tious in dealing with them, or they will 
be simultaneously cinched. 

For uttering a few plain words like 
this in the height of the boom Tue 
TIMES came very near calling down 
upon its head a dreadful boycott. Sev- 
eral pseudo agents of the “shark”? kind 
held an indignation meeting and agreed 
to get up a round-robin, wherein all of 
the real estate agents and dealers were 
to agree that they would not advertise 
in Tue Tives. They failed to make 
much headway with their ridiculous 
scheme. The respectable dealers and 
agents would not countenance it. One 
of the malcontents, however, in conver- 
sation with a representative of this pa- 
per said: “If we should quit advertis- 
ing, where would you be?’? Well, in 
time most of them quit—they had to; 
they couldn’t make enough in the col- 
lapse to pay. their bills. THe Times is 
still ‘‘on deck’? to repeat its warning, 
but the sharks—oh! where are they? 

This subject is brought freshly to 
mind by a little incident which came to 
our knowledge recently. Acertain gen- 
tleman from Massachusetts, whom we 
will call B. was here for the purpose of 
buying land upon which to establish a 
tannery anda boot and shoe factory.

Shark 
went tothe owner ofa tractof land 
which was suitable for the purpose in 
view, ascertained his price, and -at- 
tempted but failed to secure a written 
bond from the owner tosellto him 
(Shark) and to nobody else for a speci- 
fied period.

now, the trap. being. all set, 
Shark looked up Mr. B. again, to

Their methods show 
that they do not court and could not 
stand close investigation. The scheme 
of this fellow Raymond (who, by the 
way, should not be -confounded with 
Raymond, the excursionist and _ propri- 
etor of the Raymond Hotel) is only one 
of dozens of shady enterprises which 
have been trading on California’s repu- 
tation East and swindling innocent 
It seems to us that some con- 
certed movement ought to be made to 

expose’and break up these confidence 
games.

THE POMONA CONTEST. 


Another Mass Meeting on the 
Land Title Question. 


Satisfactory Progress Reported in the 
Legal Proceedings. 


The Methods of Tonner and Nichols 
Vigorously Denounced. 


Speakers Declare That Neither the Law- 
yer Nor the Doctor will be Allowed 
to Live in Pomona Any 
Longer. 


By Telegraph to The Times. | 

Pomona, Nov. 19.—|Special.] An- 
other large mass meeting was held 
tonight in the Operahouse to consider 
the state of affairs in the land title 
question. That such a body of people 
will assemble again and again to con- 
sider this important. question shows the 
high degree of interest felt by the 
whole community. The house was full 
when Chairman O. J. Brown called the 
meeting to order at 7:30 o’clock. 

Fred J. Smith spoke for the committee 
having the land suit in charge. He 
said that no opposition had yet ap- 
peared, and everything is progressing 
satisfactorily. Thestatement that those 
who had purchased quit-claim deeds 
from Tonner would be in no better con- 
dition than those who did not accept 
was not true in every particular. Some 
advantage was gained in having quit- 
claim deeds. But the only way to have 
a perfectly clear title is to have the 
lands set aside by the commissioners to 
the owners in severalty. 

Mrs. Palomares’ attorney stated that 
she did not intend to deed to Tonner 
the interests‘he claimed, but he had 
them through a misunderstanding. If 
Tonner would quit-claim the interests 
back to her shewould give quit-claims to 
the owners of the land for $5 per acre, 
or about the cost of the papers, etc. 
Tonner has paid her about $200 of the 
thousands he has collected. 

Continuing, he said that Dr. Nichols 


claimed that he paid a good round sum 


for the water right obtained from Mr. 
The fact is, a sort of trade 
was made, in which the Pomona Land 
and Water Company got much the bet- 
ter part of the bargain. The speaker 
concluded: ‘*They say there is no honor 
among thieves: There may be sympa- 
thy among thieves; the doctor may have 
sympathy amounting almost to brotherly 
love for P.C. Tonner. He has sym- 
pathy for the American eagle on the 
back of a silver dollar, but it is that 
sympathy that the dog has for the game 
he devours. It is the sympathy of pos- 
session and he is reaching out for 
more.’’? [Applause and groans. } 

J. M. Teague said that he wasin favor 
of proceeding along the line the com- 
mittee had taken up, to have the mat- 
ter settled through the courts, for all 
concerned and for all time. 

Stoddard Jess said: ‘The matter 
seems to standin this way: The deed 
given by Tonner does not give a clear 
title, so all ought to join with those who 
have the matter in hand and thus get 
titles absolutely above suspicion.

The contest for the 
honor of entertaining the next Repub- 
lican National Convention has not 
opened up in earnestin this city yet. 
The work of several cities at present is 


with a view to securing advantageous 


positions and discovering the most 
effective modes of pushing forward their 


claims when the proper time comes, 
Friends in Washington of each contest-_ 


ant are doing what they can to advance 
the interests of the cities from which 


they hail, or in which they are inter-_ 


ested. 


Quarters have been engaged at the 
Arlington Hotel, in which the National 


Committee will hold its sessions for 
representatives of fives of the cities 
which are announced to be in the field. 
These are San Francisco, Cincinnati, 
Omaha, Minneapolis and New York. 


Chicago also has engaged a parlor at 


the hotel, but it is generally understood 
the.World’s Fair city is content with 
her honors, and, while willing to enter- 


tain the convention, will not strive for _ 


the honor. 


Each of the cities named has engaged 


headquarters for from fifteen to twenty 
delegates except San Francisco, which 
will confide its interests to a smaller 
delegation of six or eight persons. 

None of the delegations had arrived 
in the city this afternoon, but Qmaha's 
delegation was expected this evening. 
The Minneapolis delegation may reach 
Washington late tonight. The New 
Yorkers will not leave the metropolis 
until some time on Friday, and the Pa- 
cific slope delegates are on the cars 
speeding across the continent. No 
rooms have been engaged at the Ar- 
lington for the delegations from Detroit 
or Pittsburgh, which cities, it is said, 
will enter the lists, and, as the hotel is 
full, they will probably have to conduct 
their campaign at longer range than 
their rivals. ; 

So faras known only two national 
committeemen are nowintown, namely, 
ex-Gov. Powell Clayton of Arkansas and 
Kk. M. Brayton of South Carolina. The 
other members. are expected between 
now and Monday. The only other busi- 
ness aside from selecting the time and 
place of holding the convention which 
so far as is known will come before the 
committee is that of selecting a suc- 
cessor to Senator Quay as chairman of 
the committee together with, perhaps, 
the consideration of a report from the 
Executive Committee on the state of 
the finances.

A YEAR’S SMUGGLING. | 


Startling Statements in Inspector 
Tingle’s Report. 


How Opium Rings Operate—Capital and 
Brains Backing the Illicit Trade— 
The Anti-Chinese Laws Sys- 
tematically Evaded. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasuinoton, Nov., 19.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Supervising Special 
Agent Tingle of the Treasury Depart- 
ment fn his annual report shows that 
during the past fiscal year special 
agents seized goodsto the value of 
$143,236, and recovered $225,600 on 
account of seizures, fines, etc. He 
gives several instances of fraudulent 
importations and refers to the difficul- 
ties under which the agents worked, es- 
pecially in guarding against smuggling 
from Canada. The number’ of officers 
for preventive duty on that long fron- 
tier does not exceed twenty, and their 
efforts are necessarily to a large degree 
futile. Asimilar condition exists on, 
the boundary of Mexico. 

e Puget Sound district furnished 
splendid facilities for smuggling .both 
dutiable goods and Chinese into this 
country. Tingle says he is reliably in- 
formed that during the past. year 125.,- 
000 poufhds of crude opium was im- 
ported and manufactured at Victoria, 
making aboht 70,000 pounds of the pre 
pared article for smoking purposes, and 
nearly every pound of the latter is smug- 
gled into the United States. The enor- 
mous profits in the opium smuggled, due 
entirely to the high duty in this coun- 
try, have induced the employment of 
large capital and a great number of 
bold, skillful men to engage in an illicit 
traffic made so alluring. 

Referring to the Chinese he says: 

The exclusion laws are practically nulli- 
fied by the clandestine introduction of Chi- 
nese through Canada. When a Chinaman 
enters Canada he pays a headtax of $50. 
He gets a certificate which enables him to 
return to Canada without further payment. 
Should he be deterred in trying to enter 
the United States our courts in several 
cases have given the construction that Can- 
ada and not China was the country whence 
these Ghinamen came within the meaning 
of the law. The effect of this isthata Chi- 
naman caughtand returned to Canada‘im- 


| mediately repeats his attempt to steal into 


the United States. Repeated instances of 
this have occurred, and in this manner the 
object of the restriction act is practically 
defeated. 

Tingle urges revision of the customs 
districts and laws, with a view to the 
abolishment or consolidation of dis- 
tricts in which little or no business is 
done that more aid may be given where 
needed, and he says that new and com- 
prehensive legislation upon the needs 
of the Northwest and Mexican frontiers 
is urgently demanded.

Admiral Brown and His Flagship | 


, at San Francisco, 


He Talks Freely of Events at the 
Close of the Rebellion. 


The Old Charge of Playing the Spy 
Again Emphatically Denied. 


Minister Egan's Course Defehded—The 
Story About Cutting the Cable Ex- 
plained—How Some of the | 
Refugees Were Kept. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, Nov. 19.—[By the As- 

sociated Press.] The United States 
.cyniser, San Frangisco, flagship of the 
Pacific squadron, which left here April 
& for Iquique, Chile, returned here this 
morning. The vessel was present at 
the closing scenes of the Chilean revo- 
lution. Admiral. Brown inan interview 
with an. Associated Press reporter 
stated that the fall of Valparaiso after 
the defeat of Balmaceda’s forces at 
Vina del Mar by the Congressionalist 
forces under Gen. Canto was attended 
with scenes of carnage and rapine. 
Reports of the bombardment of Iquique, 
the Admiral stated, had been much ex- 
aggerated, comparatively little damage 
having been done the city owing to the 
fact that the vessels blazed away at the 
town from a distance of about five 
miles off shore. After the decisive bat- 
tle of Vina del Mar, near Valparaiso, 
the family of Admiral Veil,-intendente 
of Valparaiso, and other refugees, were 
taken on board the cruiser Baltimore 
and landed at Molilendo, Peru. Anum- 
ber or minor offenders who went aboard 
the vessels afterwards went ashore 
again at Valparaiso. 
‘ Admiral Brown stated that despite 
the charges against United States Min- 
ister Egan the latter's conduct had been 
dignified and impartial. Concerning 
the reports that the cruiser San Frau- 
cisco had acted as a spy at Quintero 
Bay, the Admiral said that he had de- 
nied these charges both in a letter to 
Minister Egan and in his report to the 
Navy Department, and that he did not 
care to discuss them further. 

“The fact of the landing of the revo- 
lutionists at Quintero,’’ said Admiral 
Brown, ‘‘was known in Valparaiso long 
before we left the city; in fact, long be- 
fore either Minister Egan or any of my 
officers knew it. I took with me on the 
San Francisco only one person not be- 
longing to my owncrew, and that one 
was the flag officer of the German war- 
ship Leipsic. On returning to Valpa- 
raiso ] sent Lieut. George L. Dyer. flag 
lieutenant of the San Francisco, ashore 
with a cipher cable dispatch. He, as 
was necessary, went to the office of the 
intendente. That official was very 
busy, and merely glancing at the dis- 
patch, which was entirely in cipher, 
wrote on it the wdrds Buena Vista, and 
affixed his signature. The dispatch was 
then cabled to Washington, nota _ soul 
in Valparaiso knowing its contents, It 
was thenafter5 p.m. The insurgents 
began landing at sunrise, only eighteen 
miles distant. It is incredible that 


they had to wait for information as to 


the landing for all these hours. The 
statement that the papers got out ex- 
tras, stating that by the kindness of the 
San Francisco's officers they gave par- 
ticulars of the landing at Quintero, is 
altogether false. The papers did not 
publish anything of the kind.’’ 

‘‘We left Valparaiso,’’ continued the 
Admiral, ‘‘on September 14, two days 
before the the attack on the Baltimore's 
sailors in Valparaiso. We had on 
Vedaurre, president of thé 
court-martial that convicted and sen- 
‘enced to be shot forty-two young men 
fora plot to. blow up the government 
railroad and store-houses, and Ovalle 
Vicuna, cousin of the President-elect.. 
These gentlemen were landed at Callao. 
On arriving there we were detained 
three days. We expected to be ordered 
back to Valparaiso, but were finally 
ordered north. Wecame upeasily, run- 
ning at the most economical speed, ac- 
cording to the general department or- 
ders. During the trip we never used 
more than 1400 horse power.”’ 

‘‘How about the Baltimore's cutting 
the cable at Iquique?”’’ was asked. 

“The Baltimore did not cut the cable 
at all,’ replied the Admiral. ‘The 
cable company, which is an American 
corporation, had a contract with Chile 
to have the cable warking between 
Lima and Valparaiso by..a given time. 
The war made it difficult to carry this 
out, but they finally succeeded. The 
cableran from Lima to Iquique, and 
then from Iquique to Valparaiso. 
insurgents had possession of Iquique, 
and refused to allow any messages 
from Valparaiso to go through to Lima. 
Balmaceda, the only government of 
ChileJ recognized by the United States, 
warned the cable company that unless 
they opened communication‘with Lima. 
according to contract, he would.. forfeit 
their charter and all their privileges. 
The company explained the facts to the 
insurgents, and made every possible of- 
fer to induce them to let Balmaceda’s 
messages pass through. All was in 
vain, and the company decided 
to cut the cable. They _ had 
a regular cable boat to do the 
work, but had no accurate means of 
meaguring the distance from shore. If 
cut within a marine league of the shore 
the insurgents would have the right 
to splice it again. So they asked the 
Baitimore to accompany them and find 
the distance. This she did by means of 
her improved range finders, and at a 
distance of five and a quarter miles out 
the cable boat cut the cable in two 
places and inserted a loop connecting 
the end from Valparaiso and the end 
from Lima, thus leaving Iquique out 
entirely, this work being done on the 
high seas, over a marine league from 
shore. FortheC ongressionalists to tam- 
per with it would be piracy. But they 
were not cut off from the world by any 
. jeans. An English company owns the 
cable there that reaches from Lima to 
Valparaiso, touching at six or eight in- 
termediate points, one of which is 
Iquique. The first thing the insurgents 
did on seizing Iquique was to cut this 
cable south of that place, but it re- 
mained intact to the north, giving them 
uninterrupted communication with 
Lima throughout the war.”’ 

The San Francisco received a dis- 
patch at noon today instructing her to 
proceed to Mare Island at 12 tomorrow 
to go into the dry-dock there.

IN THE LAW’S GRIP, 


Several Prominent Chicago Men Under 
Indictment. 


They aré Charged with Violating the Inter-- 
state’ Commerce; Laws—Only One 
Railroad Man Among the 

Be Batch of Indicted Ones. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
Cuicago, Nov. 19.—[By the Associ- 


which has been investigating interstate 
commerce violations, today returned 
indictments as follows: Fer obtaining 
rebates less than card tariff, the follow- 
ing members of the firm of Swift & Co.: 
Gustavus 8S. Swift, Edwin C. Swift, 
Louis F. Swiff"and D. Edward Harp- 
nell; for the sang (gfiense, George and 
John Firmenick, glucose manufacturers 
of Marshalitown, Iowa; for giving less 
rates than the established tariff, George 
B. Spriggs, general freight agent of 
the New York, Chicage and St. Lottis 
Railway. 

In the last six months Swift & Co. 
received over $30,000 in rebates for 
meat shipped over the Nickel Plate 
road. .The violations of law committed 
by the: Firmenicks are greater than 
those charged against the Swifts. The 
glucose company which they control at 
Marshalitown is an immense concern, 
having branches all over the West and 
an office in Chicago. It was shownthat 
over $8000 in rebates was paid to the 
firm in the last six months by the Chi- 
cago, St. Paul and Kansas City road. 

That only one railroad man, Spriggs, 
was indicted was somewhat of a sur- 
prise, but nota few other railroaders 
barely escaped. The evidence against 
them was not sufficiently strong. None 
of those iudicted were arrested, but 
they will be compelled to appear and 
give bail for trial. The penalty for 
freight-rate discriminations is set down 
in the law at a fine of $1000 to $5000, 
and imprisonment from one to three 
years, or both, in the discretion of the 
court. 

The revelations of the methods pur- 
sued in favoring big shippers were as- 
tounding. The system and its secrecy 
was almost perfect and the jury at one 
time seriously considered abandoning 
all efforts to get at the guilty parties. 
With the aid of Special Agent Kretch- 
smar of the _ Interstate Commerce 
Commission and District Attorney Mil- 
christ, however, they finally succeeded 
in getting down to bedrock. The men 
who worked the wires for Swift & Co. 
were Frank Bowles and Arthur Fay. 
General Freight Agent Spriggs, it is 
said, was caught because he had be- 
come reckless in handling matters. 

Special Agent Kretchsmar left to- 
night for San Francisco, where he will 
work up some cases against Pacific 
Coast roads.

At Williams’ Hall yesterday evening the 
Committee of Thirteen submitted its re- 
port to the Board of Trade and the citizens 
of Pasadena generally, on the subject of 
organizing an irrigation district. Owing 
to the great importance of the subject un- 
der consideration and the widespread inter- 
est which has been manifested in the work 
of the committee by Pasadenians and the 
residents of the surrounding country, a full 
digest of the report is given. 

The Committee of Thirteen was appointed 
September 15, last, by the Board of Trade, 
to investigate the water question and dis- 
cuss ways and means for procuring a 
greater supply. The committee met a few 
days later and appointed the following sub- 
committees: On reservoir sites, capacity 
and cost of construction, boundaries of 
water district and assessed valuation, rela- 
tion of the proposed new ofrganiztion to the 
present water companies, legal questions 
as to the foundation of a new organization 
or enlarged district. 

After hearing the reports of the sub-com- 
mittees the question as to the most feas- 
ible planto be adopted presented itself, 

- and the committee as a whole made the fol- 
lowing propositions: 

First—The formation of an irrigation dis- 
trict, under the Wright act, to include all 
the territory contained or described in the 
report of the Committee on Boundaries. 

sSecond—The formation of an irrigation 
district as above, except the part contained 
in the corporate limits of the city of Pasa- 
dena. 

Third—The extension of the corporate 
boundaries of Pasadena toinclude the terri- 
tory as described by the above committee, 
the city to acquire the ownership in all 
holdings of the present water companies, 
and issue bonds for the purchase, construc- 
tion and maintenance of a water supply for 
all said territory. ee 

Fourth—To organize a joint stock com- 
pany and to purchase the stock of the pres- 
ent water companies, the citizens living 
within said district to have the first oppor- 
tunity of purchasing the stock. 

In the report submitted last night the 
committee referred the first proposition 

- without recommendation owing to differ- 
ence of opinion amongthe members. With 
regard to the second proposition the report 
read: ‘The objections urged were thé 
great difficulty ‘would be encountered i. 
arranging with the present water companies 
an equitabje division of territery, and 
especially if a drain were constfucted at or 
near the Devil's Gate, and the waters of the 
Arroyo Seco and Millard Cafion were con. 
trolled by anirrigation district. Also that 
the large expenditures necessary to store 
the waterin either of the proposed sites 
and the laying of mains for the necessary 
distribution of the water would make the 
amount too large—that in comparison to 
the area of land to be benefited difficulty 
would be found in placing a sufficient 
amountof s tosuccessfully complete the 
work. Your does not. assume 
that these ‘objections are of such insur- 
mountable magnitnde as to warrant them 
in recommending the abandonment of the 
propositions, if none better can be de- 
vised." . ., 

The third proposition met with almost 
unanimous approval. 

“The fourth proposition, to organize a 
joint stock company with-sufficient capital 
to purchase the stock of the present water 
companies, build a reservoir or reservoirs, 


lay additional mains for the distribution of : 


the water, was carefully and favorably 
considered, and while objections may be 
urged against it, and dificult and seemingly 
insurmountable obstacles may be present 
themsel ves, it is for the success of this plan 
the committee feel justified in recommend- 
ing to the Board of Trade its favorable con- 
sideration. 
opinion that the reservoir site at the Dev- 
il's Gate is the best on account of the 
greater capacity, close proximity of mate- 
rial for construction of works, and its 
many natural advantages, 

‘Your committee would urgently call at- 
tention to the following statements: 
‘First, there is an urgent necessity for a 
storage reservoir or reservoirs. 

‘Second, there are reservoir sites ad- 
mirably located and which at reasonable 
cost could be made available for an abund- 
ant supply of pure water forten times the 
present population of the areato be sup- 
plied. 

‘‘Fourth, the water shed is large and the 
supply is ample. 

“Owing tothe diversity of interests in- 
volved your committee feel assured that no 

“system could be recommended and no place 
devised that would meet with unanimous 
approval. But we believe that these differ- 
ent interests can and should be united and 
opinions harmonized for the general wel- 
fare of the community. We believe that 
the rights of every citizen should be pro- 
tected, that the holder of one share of.stock 

should have equal compensation in ratio of 
value with the holdet of 100 shares, but we 
can assure the public that without some 

concessions of securing interest and opin- 
ions as well this most important project 
cannot succeed. . We further believe that if 
an abundant supply of water can be assured 
a period of permanent prosperity will dawn 
on the community."’ | 

The report of the sub-committee ap- 
pointed to look into the matter of suitable 
reservoir sites, cost of construction. etc.. 
follows. The committee was composed of 
James W. Scoville, J. A. Buchanan, James 
Craig and A. J. Painter. After stating that 
detailed accuracy would not be attempted, 
but rather a faithful reconnoisance of the 
field of labor, the report read as follows: 

“The extent of territory mapped out bv 
resolution of the Board of Trade comprises 
about 15,000 acres. From the State En- 

gineer’s official reports it is ascertained 


that the water available thereupon in the | 


dry season of dry years is as follows:

cessity for storage reservoirs. Your sub- 
committee has examined and surveyed two 
reservoir sites for the storage of water, to 
wit: The site known as the Devil's Gate in 
*the Arroyo Seco and the Longberry site 
about one-half mile west of the Arroyo 
Seco on the Cafiada rancho, and find that by 
the erection of a dam 116 feet high 
at Devil's Gate a reservoir can be made with 
an area of 280 acres and a capacity of 
4.000,000,000 gallons. At the Longberry 
sitc a dam ninety feet high would givea 
reservoir with an area of 185 acres and a 
cap city of 1,500.000,000 gallons, and 
Wit a head seventy-five feet above that of 
tuc Devil's Gate. Both of these reser- 
voirs would be supplied from the same 
fource—the waters of the Arroyo Seco—the 
one by direct inflow, the other through a 
conduit 10.800 feet long. Your commit- 
tee estimate the cost of constructing a res. 
ervoir at Devil's Gate at $300,000, and at 
the Loughery site as follows: 
masonry, $189,000; hauling material, 
$41,000: conduit, $3%.400: conveying 
water in 36-inch pipe to east side of Arroyo, 
including bridge for same at Devil's Gate. 
$14,600 ; total,$277,000. No estimate of 
the value of land has been made in either 
case.” 
The following is a summ of the report 
of the sub-committee on 
proposed irrigation district. Two sets of 
boundary lines were reported, as applica-

ble to the two sites reported upon- by the 
Reservoir Committee... The lines recom. 
mended have already been printed in these 
columns. Briefly stated, the district would 
extend ftom the arroyo along the foothills 
in an easterly direction to the Eaton Cafion 
wash, thence south tothe Marceline tract, 
thence west to the southeast corner of the 
city of Pasadena and along Columbia to the 
arroyo, thence north to the place of begin- 
ning. This district is mapped out for the 
Devil's Gate site and would include approx- 
imately about 11,000 acres. The district 
for the Loughery site does not include 
much land outside the city limits. The 
lines inclose about 7000 acres, or ten 
square miles. 

The report of the sub-committee on the 
reiations of the existing water companies 
to the proposed irrigation district, of which 
Hon. P. M. Green was chairman, contained 
the following recommendations: ‘'First, 
that to those lands now being supplied by 
the waterof the Sheep Corral springs by 
natural flow there be allotted a just and 
fair proportion of the water of said springs 
—Say an undivided one-half of the saame— 
together with the system of pipes and res. 
ervoirs through which said waters are now 
conveyed and distributed. Second, thatthe 
remaining portion of said springs, together 
with the pumping works in use in connec. 
tion therewith and the remaining portion 
of the system of pipes and reservoirs be. 
longing to the Pasadena Land and Water 
Company, together with the interests of the 
said company in the Flutter Wheel, Wilson, 
Richardson, Ivy and Tibbett’s springs and 
in the undeveloped water of the Arroyo Seco 
in the vicinity of the Deyil's Gate, be ac- 
quired by the irrigation ‘district. by nego. 
tiation if possible,and if not, then by con- 
demnation. Third, thatthe interests of the 
Pasadena Lake Vineyard Land and Water 
Company in the Flutter Wheel, Wilson, Ivy, 
Richardson and Tibbett's sptings and the 
undeveloped water, etc., as above, be ac- 
quired inlike manner. Fourth, thatasonly 
a portfon of the territory now supplied 
by the North Pasadena Land and Water 
Company is to be included in the proposed 
irrigation district, there would seem to be 
mo necessity for acquiring any of that com- 
pany’s rights and that, therefore, it be left 
to the work of supplying water for do- 
mestic purposes within that portion of its 
territory included within the irrigation dis- 
trict. Fifth, these recommendations are 
based on the assumed fact that the entire 
territory now served by the Pasadena Land 
and Water Company and the Pasadena 
Lake Vineyard Land and Water Company 
is to be included inthe irrigation district, 
except that portion now supplied by the 
waters of the Sheep Corral Springs by nat- 
ural flow." The sixth and seventh recom- 
mendations were to the effect that in case 
the Devil’s Gate reservoir site is chosen the 
water companies shall receive a“ just com- 
pensation from the irrigation district for 
the use of said site and the waters thus ab- 
scrbed by delivering to said companies 
such a fixed and state@ amount of water by 
a continuous flow as may be mutually 
agreed upon; also, that in case the Lough. 
ery site is chosen for a reservoir said 
reservoir be constructed at the joint ex- 
pense of the irrigation district and the two 
water companies in such just and equitable 
proportion as may be mutually agreed upon, 
each party to be entitled to the use of water 
therefrom in proportion to the amount con- 
tributed. 

After discussion, the committee was 
granted further time to perfect their re- 
port, and Col. O.S. Pitcher and W. E. aAr- 
thur were added to the committee in place 
of two members who could not act.

For the past two days this column has 
contained a large number of igterviews 
with many leading citizens of this city 
anent a gravel petition in the hands of 
J. C. Wilson asking the City Council to 
change the plans and specifications of the 
proposed beach boulevard from asphalt to 
gravel. Fhe interviews are of considera- 
ble importance in that they denote an over- 
whelniing public sentimentin favor of the 
project and opposition to every scheme cal- 
culated to endanger the success of the en- 
terprise. Mr. Wilson,in whose hands THE 
TIMES correspondent found one copy of 
this petition, called at the branch office 
here oyesterday and informed the corre- 
spondent that he did not wish to “father” 

the petition; that on the contrary he was 
satisfied with the asphaltum and the 
plans as adopted so far as he was concerned 
and that he had been circulating the peti- 
tion to accommodate some friends of his 
who were anxious to have the gravel fea- 
ture adopted. He declined to name these 
‘friends,’ but said he would do so in case 
there was any attemptto saddle the peti- 
tionon him. He intimated that there was 
a gravel scheme on hand, but did not wish 
to implicate anybody just now. He said 
further that he had asked for the return of 
the petition which he had presented to:the 
business men on State street, and had in- 
formed this ‘‘close corporation” that he did 
not wish the petition to go before the Coun- 
cil nowthat there seemed to be such a 
strong sentiment in the community against 
delaying this enterprise in any manner.

AN UNLUCKY FARMER. | 


A Kansas Man Who Has Hecome Thor- 
oughly Discouraged with Life. 

Wicnita (Kan.,) Nov. 12.—[Corre- 
spondence,| There arrived in this city 
Sunday morning aman who has such 
an experience that he is completely dis- 
heartened and will probably be an out- 
cast and tramp for the rest of his days. 
Henry Love came to this State three 
years ago with a few dollars which 
he had saved by great frugality by 
working on a farm in Ohio. He got 
a.farm in Garfield county by pay- 
ing part down and giving a mort- 
gage forthe balance. He saved and 
stinted, working hard every year, but 
the crops went back on him the first two 
years and he got behind on his interest, 
living from hand to mouth, eking out a 
bare existence. He had a wife and two 
small children and they suffered with 
him, adding to his troubles by the sight 
of theirs. Last year both children died 
but this year everything looked well for 
a fine crop, the first since he came to 
the State. He had his farm in corn and 
it bore well. 

When the proper time came he cut: 
the corn and had it standing in shocks, 
Waiting for cold weather to come, when 
he expected to gatherthe ears. On Oc- 
tober 29 a prairie fire swept over that 
part of the State and Love and his wife 
went out to fight it away from his farm. 
The flames spread with frightful rapid- 
ity. and they worked hard, but with no 
avail, for the fire reached a shock of 
corn and it.burned like tinder. It then 
spread to the restso fiercely that it 
could not be stopped. During the ex- 
citement the dress of Mrs. Love caught 
fire and the. poor woman was so badly 
burned that she died nextday. The 
fire spread over the entire place, leav- 
ing nothing, and Love saw himself be- 
reft of wife and home in a short time 
just when he thought things were be- 
ginning to look bright for him. He lost 
everything and gayeup. He abandoned 


‘the farm and says he is through trying 


to live by working and does not care 
what becomes of him.

A HORRIBLE SUICIDE. 


A Man’s Head is Literally Torn from-His” 


Body. 

Kinoman (Kan.,) Nov. 12.—[Corre- 
spondence.] One of the most horrible 
cases ever knownin this part of the 
State has just come to light by a report 
from the western part of the county. 
James Marshall lived near the county 
line. He was a prosperous farmer, but 
he was inordinately fleshy. He was so 
heavy that life was a burden to him. 
He weighted 356 pounds, and it was 
difficult for him to get about to attend 
to the duties of the place. He was par- 
ticularly sensitive 
weight and resented all allusions to it. 
Any remark about his size would give 
him a surlyfit which would: sometimes 
last several days. In fact, so much did 
his flesh weigh on his mind that he 
became very morose and shunned the 
society of everyone. He seemed to be- 
come insane on the subject, and his 
family became so alarmed over his con- 
dition that a watch was placed on him 
to see that he did himself no harm.

He then dropped through the hatchway, 
a distance of fully seven feet. He had 
measured the distance so that his feet 
would not touch the floor, but his heavy 
weight falling that distance tore the 
head from the body. When found the 
head was in one corner of the stable, 
while the body lay under the hatchway 
and the whole place was deluged with 
blood.

Traffic men of various railroads in 
and about Chicago feel greatly relieved 
over the result of the Federal grand 
jury’s deliberations, as reported today.

Another Day Devoted to the Cohn 
Contest. 


Additional Testimony in Regard to 
the Marriage Contract. 


A Witness Who Was Present When 
| the Document Was Signed. 


Patent Suit Before Judge Ross—Progress 
ofthe Asevado Burglary Trial—Di- — 
vorces Granted—General Court 
Notes—New Cases. 


The contest over the Bernard Cohn 
estate was resumed before Judge Clark 
yesterday, Miss Henrietta Meyers, an 
important witness for the contestant, 
being upon the stand all day. 

The witness, a prepossessing young 
woman of 23, testified to the effect 


that when she was about 10 years of:

A DAY OF DISASTERS. 


Frightfal Accident on Los An 
geles Street. 


A Young Telegraph Operator Proba- 
bly Fatally Injured. 


An Employe at the Baker Iron Works 
Badly Hurt. 


A Serlous Runaway on Boyle Heights— 
Almost a Tragedy on Fourth Street 
—Narrow Lacape of Three 
Children. 


Yesterday was a bad day for acci- 
dents, and fora time during the after- 
noon the police patrol wagon was kept 
on the jump. 

WILL PROBABLY PROVE FATAL. 

One that will probably prove tatal 
occurred on Los Angeles street near 
Commercial just before 3 o'clock. It 
was a most horrible affair, and brought 
tears to the eyes of the half dozen men 
who witnessed it. W. S. Emery, a 
Western Union telegraph operator who 
has charge of the local office in the 
Westminster Hotel, was out for a horse- 
back ride, and when he reached a point 
near Commercial the animal became un- 
governable and_ started run. 
ismery, Whois a slightly'built young man, 
of the animad 
and steered his horse up the street as 
best he could. There were quite a num- 
ber of teams on the street at the time, 
and before the runaway horse had gone 
far he ran square into a double team 
coming down the street at a pretty good 

ace, 

. One of the horses hitched to the 
wapon was thrown tothe ground with 
such violence that he died almost im- 
mediately, but the horse ridden by 
Emery, who caused all the trouble by 
running away, escaped without a 
scratch. 

When thé spectators reached the 
wreck they were horrified to find the 
tider of the wild saddle horse swinging 
from the tongue of the wagon. 

The end of the tongue had entered his 


body near the right groin and neld him 


tast. Afterseveraleffortshe was drawn 
from the tongue and ager carned 
to a vacant store near by and medical 
aid was called in as soon as possible. 
Drs. Choate, Ainsworth and Bryant 
were soon in attendance and did all they 
possibly could to relieve him. The 
wound is an ugly, deep cut, but it does 
not: enter the cavity, and as no arteries 
were ruptured it is possible that he may 
recover, but the doctors have very lit- 
tle hope. 

It took them about two hours to dress 
his wounds and then he was removed to 
the receiving hospital, where he re- 
mained over night. | 

He is only about 20 years of age, and 
has been with the telegraph company 
as messenger boy and operator for sev- 
eral years.

Establishing Rates of License for the 
oo unty of Los Angeles, State of Califor. 


an. 
HE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF LOS 
ANGELES county do ordain as fol- 


lows: 

SEcTion 1. Every person regularly en- 
gaged, or hereafter engaged. in the business 
of auctioneering either his own goods, or 

sof others, at a fixed place or other- 
wise, shall pay a license tax therefor at the 
rate of twenty. dollars per quarter. 

Skc. 2 Every person or 
wholly engagedin banking. loaning money 
atinterest, or in buying or selling notes, 
bonds or other evidences of indebtedness of 
private persons, or in buying or sellin 
State, county or city stock. or other evi- 
dences of State, county or city indebtedness, 
er stocks or notes, bonds or other evidences 
of indebtedness o companies, 
shall pay a license tax at the rate of ten dol- 
lars per quarter. 

Skc.3. Pvawnbrokers shall pay a license 
tax at the rate of fifty dollars per quarter. 

Sec. 4. Forevery traveling exhibition or 
entertainment, the exhibitor thereof shall 
pay alicense tax as follows:

that the liquors so sold or turnished shall 
not be drunk in, upon or about the premises 
where it is sold or furnished; and provided 
further, that no license shall be issued to 
any person under the provisions of this sec- 
tion until such person shall have executed a 
joint and several bond tothe county of Los 
Angeles, with two or more sufficient sure- 
ties,in the principal sum of one thousand 
dollars, and such bond shall have been filed 
with and approved by the board of super- 
visors of said county, which bond shall be 
for the term of one year, and shall be con- 
ditioned that the principai of such bond dur- 
ing the time that he shall continue the busi- 
ness specified, not exceeding the term of 
the bond, will pay all license taxes that are 
now, or may hereafter, be imposed on such 
business by this or any ordinance of the 
said board of supervisors, and that he will 
conduct such business and the place in or at 
which the same may be carried on, in con- 
formity with the laws of the State of Cali- 
fornia, this ordinance and any other ordin- 
ance of thes board of supervisors, 

exisftin or hereafter adopted 
by it, for the lawful regulation of 
such business or ace, in incorporated 
cities and towns, said bond and all succeed- 
ing ones to berenewed at the expira- 
tion of the term therein named by anew 
one of like term, amount, form and effect.

board of supervisors, the sureties on such 
bond or either of them, become insufficient, 
the said board may require the principal to 
execute a new bond with sufficient sureties 
in like form and amount as the first bond;

For the purposes of this ordt- 
nance the words “hotel” and “restaurant” 
shall each be construed to mean a 
place where meals are regularly fur- 
nished to travelers and guests, the 
meals being prepares with such frequency 
and consisting of such variety and quantity 
as is ordinarily furnished by hotels and 
boarding houses to boarders who pay a stip- 
ulated price for their meals by the day or 
week. and shall not be in the same room, 
nor connected by a door with any room 
where a retail liquor business is conducted 
under sec. 6 of this ordinance.
